As a preliminary matter, the advisory action issued on the application on 4/8/04 
has been withdrawn. 

Claims 6,7,31 ,37,38 have been allowed. The claimed polycrystalline Thin Film 
transistor whereby the film contains crystalline grains joined by {1 1 1} twin boundaries 
and is crystallized by introducing group IV elements and their alloys, including the other 
details of the thin film and the overall structure producing a current path between source 
and drain regions that is made up of only {110} surface grains is not taught or rendered 
obvious by the prior arts.
